BURIAL OF MILLER AND BELKNAP. 


The Justice's Funeral in the Supreme Court- 
room—The Presidentand Cabitmet Pres- 
ent—Belknap Rests at Artington. 


WASHINGTON, October 16.—The funeral ser- 
vices in this city over the remains of the late 


Justice Miller took place this afternoon in the | 


supreme court chamber. Shortly after 2 
o’clock, the remains, escorted by the justices, 
the president, and members of the cabinet, and 
the family, and a few intimate friends of the 
deceased, were taken to the capitol and the 
casket placed in the center of the space in 
front of the bench upon which Justice Miller 


sat forso many years. The chair of the dead | 
| been brought in. 


justice Was draped in black and flowers sent 
by friends amd associates placed along the 
railing near the bench. 

THE PRESIDENT’S OFFERING. 

The president sent a handsome design of 
crossed swords, encircled by awreath. Tie 
card attached to these was inscribed: ‘With 
the deop and sincere sympathy of President 
and Mrs. Harrison.”’ 

Mrs. Harrison aiso sent a floral anchor. 
Many personal friends, members of the cab- 
inet, iaw department of the national univer- 
sity and officers of several! other institutions 
in which the justice took adeep interest, sent 
beautiful floral tributes. 

The president and the cabinet arrived at the 
capitol shortly before 3 o’clock, and took seats 
on the left of the casket. A few minuies 
later the funeral cortege arrived. The assem- 
blage, which had arisen and remained stand- 
ing while the funeral party entered, resumed 
their places, and after a few minutes of silent 
communion, services were opened with the 
singing of the hymn, “Abid With Mo,’’ by a 
quartette of male voices. 

READING THE BURIAL SERVICE. 

Rev. Dr. Shippen, of the Unitarian church, 
then rea@ the Unitarian burial ritual. A quar- 
tette song, ‘Come Unto Me,’’and she simple ser- 
vices were closed with a short address by Rev. 
Dr. Bartlett, of New York Avenue Presbyte- 
rian church, and the benediction. In his ad- 
dress, Dr. Bartlett sketched the life and char- 
acter of the dead man, dwelling particularly 
upon the great services he had rendered to the 
cause of freedom tu all men. The period in 
which Justice Miiler lived, he said, had been 
one of upheaval, of radical reconstruction and 
readjustment. In this work of readjustment, 
Justice Miller bore the part which Justice 
Marshall bore in the early days of the coun. 
try’s existence. In casting about for a suitable 
phrase to appropriately describe the man, Dr. 
Bartiett said he had- selected this: ‘‘A great 
American man.’’ Manhood was his great 
quality above all others. 

During the services Mrs. Miller wes deeply 
moved, and when the ceremonies were over, 
Mr. McKenney, clerk of the court, and her son 
escorted her from the chamber. The others 
scon followed, and all went to their homes, 
leaving the casketin the room. Later in the 
day it was taken to the Pennsylvania railroad 
station. At 7:40 o’clock tonight the train 
bearing the remains left the “a for Keokuk, 
Ia., accompanied by the family and a few 
friends of the late justice, Chief Justice Fuller, 
Justice Brewer, Marshal Wright, Mr. Faust, 
Justice Milter’s page, and a few others. 
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BUBIAL OF BELKNAP. 


The Remains of the Ex-Secretary of War 
Rests in Arlington. 


Wasninaton, October [16.—The mortal 
remains of the! ate ex-secretary of war, William 
W. Belknap, were today interred in Arlington 
National cemetery, in ground tendered for the 
purpose by the war department. Religious 
services were conducted in St. John’s Episco- 
pal church, which has been the scene of the 
funerals of so many persons prominent in 
political, military and social life in Wash- 
ington. 

The remains were taken from the home of 
General Belknap to the church at 10 o’clock, 
under escort of a procession. 

The honorary pallbearers were: Secretary 
Noble, ex-Postmaster General J. A. J. Cres- 
well, General L. A. Grant, assistant secretary 
ot war; General Cyrus Bussey, assistant secre- 
tary of the interior; ex-Representative John 
A. Kasson, General Batcheller, General Benet, 
General Vincent, Senator Manderson, Hallet 
Kilbourn, General H. V. Boynton, General W. 
G. Veazey, commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic; Colonel M. Emmet 
Ure!], commander of the Department of the 
Potomac, Grand Army of the Republic; James 
Worthington, Joseph K. McCammon. Active 
palibearers were detachment six, non-commis- 
sioner ofticers, from Wasilington barracks. 

Services were conducted by the rector, Dr. 
Douglas, and consisted of the regular burial 
services of the Episcopal church. At its con- 
clusion, the line of march was re-formed and 
slowly took its way through the western part 


‘ of the city, through Georgetown and thence to 


Arlington, where the interment took place. 

The last rites were;performed by a represent- 
ative of the Grand Army. of therepublic. At 
the conclusion of the service, Colonel Michael, 
of Crocker’s famous brigade, stepped forward 
with a wreath of oak leaves, and after making 
a touching address, placed the emblem on the 
flags which covered the coffin of their late 
comrade.

The visitors inspected the mines very carefully 
and all expressed their great surprise at the 
wondérfui resources of this ‘section of which 
they had heard so little. 

DOWN IN A COAL MINE. 

They went down in the coal mines and 
watched the process of mining iron ore by 
simply digging it from the side of a mountain, 
with evident interest. Sir James Kitson, 
president of the British Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute, expressed himself as astonished at the 
great natural resources of this rection. The 
visitors could scarcely credit the statements of 
the low cost of making iron here. With 
their reception the _ visitors expressed 
themseives as much pleased, especially the 
German contingent. The Germans say this 
is the first place infAmerica to pay them any 
special attention. Here they were met by local 
committees of Germans and given programmes 
and description matter printed in German. 

SOCIALLY RECEIVED. 

Tonight the visitors were given a reception 
by the leading social club. Sir James Kitson 
and other distinguished members of the party 
replied to the addresses of welcome. Tomorrow 
the iron furnaces and other industries will be 
visited: The visitors leave the city tomorrow 
nigit. They stop at Shelby and Anniston, 
Ala., Chattanooga, Tenn., Roanoke, Va., and 
Washington, D. C., on their return to New

| SHOT FROM AMBUSH. 


POLICE CHIEF HENNESY, OF NEW 
ORLEANS, ASSASSINATED 


AS HE WAS ENTERING HiS HOUSE. 


His Body Filled With Buckshot—The Chief's 


Life Had Been Threatencd—Capiure 
of Four of the Assassins. 


New Orveans, October 16.—Chief of Police 
Heunesy was shot and mortally wounded. last 
night about 11:30 a’clock. Particulars of the 
shooting, as given by Captain O’Connor, of 
the Boylan protective police, are as follows, 

“We left Central police station, about*ten 
or fifteen minutes past 11 o'clock. We walked 
up the west side of Rampart street to Girod, 
where we parted,the chief saying: ‘Don’t 
come any further with me, now, you 
go 0=6.and)=«( look-”~—s after «your business.’ 

REPORTS OF THE GUNS, 

“As we parted the chief started towards 
Basin strect, taking the downtown side of 
Girod stree. I teok the uptown side of Giwod 
street, and walked outin the direction of the 
river. On my way I met a city polieeriiParid 
a Boylan officer, I had just reached the cor- 
ner of Dryades and Girod streets when I heard 
the loud report of a shotgun, and turning 
quickly around and lookiug -toward Basin 
street, I saw fiashes and heard tavo more loud 
reports. The fthashes came from the front of 
a two-story frame house, at the corner of 
Girod and Basin strects. Almost simmtane- 
ously with the report of the shotguns, three or 
four pistol shots, fired in quick succession from 
the lowerside of the street, fang out. These 
lasts reports must have been the chief's return 
of the murderous fire. 

“T at once started on a quick run toward 
Basin street, two blocks distant, and on my 
way overtook Oficer Colter, of the Boylan 
protective police, of whom I inquired, ‘which 
way did they ran ?° 

‘“‘Hle replied, ‘I believe it was up town.’ 
Five or six people were then on the street in 
our vicinity. I heard the chief call: 

“'Oh, Billy, Billy!’ I hurried toward the 
spot from whence the cry came. and fomrd the 
chief sitting on the doorstep of a house on 
Lasin street, between Girod and LaFayette 
streets. As I came up he said to me: 

‘“*They have givenitto me, and TF gave 
them back the best I could.’ 
> THE DAGOES DID IT. 

*‘Bending over the chief I said to him, ‘who 
gave it to you, Dave?’ He replied: 

“*Put your ear down here.’ As I bent 
down again, he whispered the word: 

‘* *Dagoes.’ 

The tragedy was one of which the chief and 
his more intimate friends had regarded as 
within the range of probability for some yéars 
past, and fer two or three years past he has 
always been accompanied by some trusty 
friend on his way home. 

Last tight he walked to the door of his- tesi- 
dence, and pausing a moment to draw his 
latch Key from his pocket, turned into fhe 
doorway. It was whilein this position, his 
side being turned toward the assassins, that 
the first two shots were fired, the weapows 
being double-barreled shotguns, and one barrel 
of each being fired at a time, rang out. As 
quickly as the ambushed men could ccek their 
guns the second barrel was fired.

THE REWARD FOR BURROWS. 


A Probability that the Money May Not 
Be Paid. 

MontTGoMERY, Ala., October 16.—[Special.] 
Will Governor Seay pay the reward of £400 
offered for the capture of Rube Burrows? 

That is a very important question now. 
The governor has not been asked for the 
reward yet, and, of course, he is not expected 
to give an opinion in advance on the subject, 
and besides, the governor is not inclined, 
under any circuigstances, to talk to reporters. 

The genera] impression has been that the 
reward of the governor was for the delivery of 
3urrows, if captured,to any sheriff in the 
state. But such is not the case. It is for the 
delivery of the prisoner to the sheriff of Jeffer- 
son county, in the Birmingham jail. This fact 
became known this evening by the publication 
of the original proclamation by the governor, 
which is dated September 20), 1889, just a year 
ago. As is well known, the outlaw was 
killed before he was turned over to the cus- 
tody of any lawful officer. It is rumored 
here today that the postmaster general 
will also refuse to pay the government reward, 
As neither the state nor the federal govern- 
ment can-be sued, the captors may yet be de- 
prived of their reward, or at least a portion 
of it, for Burrows. Governor Seay refuses to 
say whether he will avail himself of the tech- 
nicality to avoid paying the reward, buat the 
opinion prevails that he will not do so. 
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WORK OF BOLD ROBBERS. 


A “Hold-Up” on a Passenger Train in 
Kansas City. 

Kansas City, October 16.—A most daring 
train robbery occurred in this city last night 
while a train was standing at a small station. 
When the Omaha express on the Missouri 
Pacific, which leaves the union depot at 8:20 
o’clock p. m., had stopped at Siate Line sta- 
tion, a short distance from the unionfdepot, 
where the conductor and engineer registered, 
three men, without masks or visible disguise, 
entered. the first chair car—one pretending 
to be a news agent selling papers—covered the 
passengers with revolvers and compelled them 
to hand over their valuables, and then making 
their escape as the train was leaving the sta- 
tion, without the suspicion of any one about 
the station being aroused. 

There were about six passengersin the car, 
and it is impossible to say how much the rob- 
bers got. The road officials are very reticent 
about the affair, and say that only ones man 
was robbed; that he was standing on the plat- 
form, and that the robbers relieved him of 
&25. Itis believed that they secured much 
more. Chief-Tutt, of the Missouri Pacific 
detective service, arrived this morning from 
St. Louis, but wili not say arything in regard 
to the robbery. P 


CONFESSED THE CRIME, 


A Fifteen-Year-Old Boy Tells How He 
Kifled Two Companions. 
MANHATTAN, Kan., Octeber 16.—Charles 
Miller, a fifteen-year-old boy, was brought 
from Leonardviille, Kan., to this city yesterday 
aud confessed that he is the murderer of 
Tisbough and Emerson, two young men from 
St. Joseph, who were found murdered ina 
box car near Cheyenne, Wyo., on September 
%th. Milier makes a full confession of the 
crime and will throw himself on the mercy of 
the court. Hesays that he was beating his 
way on the freight car with his two compan- 
ions and while the latter were asleep he killed 
them fortheir money. Miller looks to be in- 
different, but has evidently led a hard life.

THE SYRACUSE HORROR 
Incidents ‘at the Burning of the Leland 
, Hot-" 

Dynacvag, N. Y., October 16.—The foliow- 
ing is a list of the dead, from the Leland hotel 
fire, so far as known: | 

‘Annie Cummings, of New York, aged twen- 
ty-four; jumped. from the fifth floor, fractured 
her back and part of head: fractured . knees; 
brniséd about the arms and hands; killed in- 
stantly. 

William E. Harroff, of Elizabeth, N. J., 
aged forty; lowered himself by a -rope half 
way down from the fourth floor, when the 
rope burned off, and he fell to the ground; 
died at St. Josoph’s hospital at 4 o’clock a. m. 

Rose Sehwarz, aged twenty-three, hotel do- 


mestic, jumped from fifth floor; right side of 


face crushed, compound fracture of both arms, 
wounds &bout heal and face; died from the 
shock and internal injuries, at the house of tho 
Good Shepherd at 8:50 o’cleck a. m. 

Au unknown woman, about thirty years of 
age, began work Tuosdayjas a:hotel domestic, 
jumped from the fifth floor; back of head com- 
pletely crushed in, fracture of left thigh, nu- 
merous injuries; killed instantly; was net 
dressed ; hayred hair; supposed to have lived 
in New York, The body is at McCarthy’s 
morgue. 

The Cummings woman in her descent struck 
the wires, me her body bounded over and 
over and she feila bruised and mangled heap 
seven feet from the net. Meanwhile tire 
laddermen were working with a will, and 
succeeded in placing an extension iadder 
against the building. A cry of horror rang 
eut from the spectators when it was found it 
was short; but this was quickly succeeded by a 
cheer, when one of the ladédermen mounted 
the ladder, and standing on the topmost round, 
reached up and helped down three women. . It 
was the work of a hero. 

Had the Cummings woman waited a moment 
or two her life would have been save. On all 
sides men and women could be seen dropping 
from windows or sliding down fire escapes. 

The flames swept through the building with 
unparalleled rapidity. Chief Engimeer Kiley, 
of the fire department, sayS that when ho ar- 
rived at the scene he and hts men made for 
the upper portion of the building. He, with ao 
couple of hosemen, had reached the fourth 
floor, when they could gono further. 

Cora Tanner, the actress, made her escape 
inthis way. Upon being aronsed she rushed 
into the hall and dashed into the first open 
rooin, wlrich was occupied by a gentleman 
who was about to lower himself by a fire es- 
cape. .She cried to him: 

‘For God’s sake save me!”’ 

The man stopped in his flight and adjusted 
the escape to Miss Tanner. He lowered her 
to the ground and then followed. Mtss Tan- 
ner was not Seriously injured, but the palms 
ofher hands were Jacerated by holding so 
tightly tothe rope. Miss Tanner saved her 
jewelsand #5090 in eash and her jewel caso 
and tiedit about her neck. Miss Tanner was 
taken to the Vanderbilt house and tended to 
iri the ladies’ parlor. 

Other members of her company are also at 
the Vanderbilt house. Miss Dupree and Miss 
Klein, both of the same company, had narrow 
escapes. They were on the fifth floor and 
would doubtless have burned had it not been 
for the boy who ran the elevator. They 
groped around the hall until they heard the 
shout to come to the elevator. They followed 
the sound of his voice and found tne car. They 
were tajgen down safely, @ithough theTiames 
shot into the elevator at nearly every floor. 

William T. Grover, acting inanager for.Miss 
Tanner, who was filling an engagement at the 
Grand opera house, says: 

‘‘Nearly, if not all the young ladies of Miss 
Tanner’s company, who oceupied rooms on the 
third and fourth tloors of the hotel, had retired, 
but several of thes gentlemen were still out 
when the fire started. I threw a few of my 
clothes and personal effects into my trank, but 
lost them in the end. I was on the fourth floor. 
Among others on that iloor was Miss Ada 
Dwyer, of the company. We met 
in the hall and started in the 
direction of the sound of the 
voices of firemen, who were showing frantic 
men and women the way tothe stairs. We 
got separated in the erewd in the halls, where 
the scene was an awfnl one. The gas must 
have been put out by the dense smoke, for the 
halls were soon in total darkness. I did not 
see the young lady again until we met on the 
ground floor. I lost all of my personal effects 
except my watch and money.” 


THE BROTHERAHVOD ENGINEERS 


Addressed by Hon. Chauncey Depew—Chief 
Arthur Also Speaks. 

PrrrssurG, October 16.—The International 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers held a 
short session this morning, but as the com- 
mittee of reorganization was not ready to re- 
port, no important business was transacted. 

This afternoon a grand open meeting was 
held at the opera house, at which addresses 
were delivered by Mayor Gourley, Grand 
Chief Engineer Arthur, Hon. Chauncey M. 
Depow, Major E. A. on and others. 
In the course of his address, Mr. Depew said: 

We have Icarned from experience several im- 
portant lessons and it has been demonstrated that 
sociaiism, cither with individuals or by state, is 
incompatible with our liberty, and cannot survive 
under our institutions. Over 500 societies have 
been formed to put in practice socialistic theories. 
They have been headed by earnest, seif-sacrificing 
and devoted people and wrecked by disciples who 
could get along with nobody in this world, and 
would never be received into the next,and who 
fondly imagined that they could create a better 
world of their own. 

It is equally clear that success is impossible un- 
less the. manhood of the individual is secure, and 
his ability to improve his condition and rise above 
his surroundings is conceded. That the fireman 
may become a locomotive engineer; the locomp- 
tive engineer a master mechanic; the master me- 
echanie, supefintendent of motive power; the 
superintendent of motive power, superintend- 
ent or nerai menager of a railway 
and possijly president, is tae law of 
our American development and the source of our 
national pre-eminence. But it mu-t also be ad- 
niitted thatan individual has liberty of thought 
and expression, and that the will of the majority 
must be secured before actiou can betaken. No 
labor organization can permanentiy succeed 
whose sole and only object isto increase wages 
and diminish hours. It lacks the essentiai bond 
of mutual sympathy and brotherly help in bear- 
ing or lightening each other's burdens. The ten- 
dency of such an organization is inevitably and 
rapidly to collisions and failure. 

CHIEF ARTHUR’S REMARKS. ; 

Grand Chief Engineer P. M. Arthur was 
next introduced and was enthusiastically re- 
ceived. In the course of his address, he said: 

It is by honorable action that we have achieved 
success asa labor organization—not by might; 


not by loud and boastiul assertions of what, owing 


to our numbers, we might compel corporations to 
do. No, that lias never been oar policy. We ask 
but fair, pony dues; nothing more, The laborer is 
worthy of his hire; is entitied to hours of rest; is 
deserving of consideratign ; has the same needs; 
feels the same longings and desires—is altogether 
human, and aS much amanas he who sits in his 
ofiice and directs the work .of others. If there

O'BRIEN AND DILLON. 


THEY ARE IN PARIS AND WILL 
SHORTLY SAIL 


ACROSS THE OCEAN TO AMERICA 


Mr. Dillon Will Visit the Cities of the 
North Whiie Mr. O’Brien Will Call 
Upon the Westand the South. 


Paris, October 16.—William O’Brien and 
John Dillon, who suceeeded in evading the 
Irish police last week, with the intention of 
proceeding to America to lay the cause of 
Ireland before the people of that country, and 
who arrived at Cherbourg yesterday, reached 
this city this mornin. 

MR. DILLON INTERVIEWED. 

In an interview today, Mr. Dillon said that 
after the yacht on which he and O’Brien made 
their eseape had been out two days, the sup. 
piy of illuminating oil ran out, and, in cohse- 
quence, it was impossible to light the yacht’s 
ligits. This made dangerous sailingin such 
a crowded waterway as the channel, and sev- 
era! times narrowly escaped being run down 
by passing steamers, some of which came per- 
ilously near the yacht. 

Mr. Dillon said he had nothing to conceal 
regarding the motives for the flight for himself 
and his colleague from Ireland. “It is our 
wish,’ hesaid, ‘to submit the condition of Ire- 
land, and appeal on behalf of their unhappy 
brethren to 7,000,000.or §,000,000 of Irish people 
in America. The Americans are greatly in- 
terested in Ireland, and we have nodoubt of 
the political and financial success of our 
mission. Weneed money for the struggle 
against the landlords and toassist the unhappy 
tenants, who-are perishing from hunger, and 
build houses for the evicted families. 

Mr. O’ Brien’s sole object in refusing to face 
his accusers tothe endin Tipperary was to 
keep. his engagement to speak in aid of the 
Irish cause in America. He was confident 
that a mission to that country would meet with 


‘success. The nationalist party was in perfect 


accord, aud Ireland had implicit confidence in 
Mr. Parnell. The death of Mr. Gladstone, or 
the bankruptcy of the national league were 
the sole hopes of the torieggin their fight 
— parliamentary agitation for Irish home 
rule, 

Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien will remain in 
Paris for three days, when they will proceed to 
ta where they will take passage for New 

ork. 

LaFrance says that Dillon and O’Brien state 
that after they have finished them mission in 
the United States, they will go back to Ireland 
and -snrrender themselves. The paper says 
they were both exhausted -by their voyage 
across the channel.

THE GERMAN SOCIALISTS. 


They Receive a Communication from the 
Salvation Army. 

HALe4r, October 16.—At the evening session 
of the socialist cengress, Herr Singer read a 
long communication from the head ¢uartérs of 
the Saivation Army in London, which was 
received with bursts of derisive laughter. 

Herr Klosz, of Stuttgart, referred to the 
position of the socialist party toward strikes 
and boycotting, and said that the congress 
ought to make a definite declaration on those 
subjects. Subsequently a resolution was 
adonted to the effect that under the present 
economic conditions and in the face of in- 
creasing efforts of the ruling classes 
to destroy the political and _  econ- 
omic rights of the workingman 
strikes and boycotting have become i dis- 
pensable weapons of the labor class. Great 
care should be taken, however, not to employ 
these weapons in unsuitable places or at inop- 
portune moments. In all cases strikes and 
boycotts should be conducted under thorough 
organization, centralized, if possible, so that 
by weight of numbers and the use of material 
means, the ends desired may be attairred. 

At the same time congress protests against 
the renewed efforts of the government to de- 
stroy the remnant of the right of combination 
that still exists. 

Herr Bock, who represents Gotha in the 
reichstag, declared that he and his colleague 
agreed to the adoption of the resolution. 

When the religious portion of the socialist 
programme was reached, Herr Livlander ad- 
vocated the excision of the religions clause on 
the ground that it always caused adverse crit- 
icism and was the origin of many attacks upon 
the socialist party. 

Herr Elirhardt declared that the Berlin sec- 
tion of the party had frequently damaged the 
sociajist cause by its oppositian to religion. 
He urged the publication of a pamphlet giving 
the views of the party on the ideal social future 
state. 

Herr Schwartz deprecated a wholesale se- 
cession from the church. 

Herr Metzner demanded the excision from 
the programme of the provision relating to 
co-operative societies. He said agitation look- 
ing to the wholesale secession from the church 
disgusted him, and he believed it would have 
have no practical result. 

Herr Liebknecht closed the debate. 
declared that the development of 
social democracy was a necessity 
and was not to be got rid of by cannon balls. 
He continued: ‘Instead of squandering our 
strength fighting the church sacramentalism, 
let us go to the root of the matter. We wish to 
overthrow the state of the classes. When this is 
achieved church sacramentalism will fall with 
it. Asfor myself, I like neither the priests, 
nor the opponents of priests.’’

These bolls never open when the 
sun dries thein, as they are half-grown and 
undeveloped. | 

Then, too, the farmers have not as yet saved 
any seed for planting their next crop. Cotton 
that is at all wet, when ginned, produces seed 
that is worthless. If damp, they get hot 
in the pile, which renders them perfectly 
worthless for planting, and the oil mills give 
very little for them. It isa very difficult 
matter to preserve cotton seed to plant next 
year.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


A Belated Report of the Doings of the 
Stock Exchange. 

NEW YORK, October 16.—The stock market to- 
day was again dull, with all the business confined 
to a few stocks in which the bears were stil! ac- 
tive, the remainder being without feature, and 
fluctuating within extrewely narrow limits with 
considerable irregularity in the movement of 
prices. The injunction granted, restraining the 
reorganization of the sugar trust, was 
one of the most influential factors on the 
bear side, but the failure of the. directors of 
the Bank oi England to advance their minimums 
of discount was the occasion of a renewal of confi- 
dence in many quarters. Time money here is also 
more freely lent and brokers have not little diifli- 
culty in getting all the accommedation needed for 
six months. The more steady tone of the market 
of late, together with confidence among the 
brokers that a better business isin sight, and an 
increase in investment, the buying both of 
stocks and bonds being very satis- 
factory, is shown in the stubbornness with which 
each fluctuation is contested. To counteract these 
influences the bears sought to make an impression 
upon values by severe drives against a few stocks, 
among which coal stock, with the exception of 
Reading and St. Paul, were most prominent. Dela- 
ware and Hudson was conspicuous for the easy 
manner in which it yielded, losing five points on 
the day’s transactions. Foreigners were sellers at 
the opening which was made generally at small 
concessions from last night’s figures and further 
losses were sustained in early irading in sugar 
refineries and Lackawanna. The gencra! list 
however, was well heid, and fractional advances 
were scored by noon. 

Later everything sagged off to the opening 
level, but buying in the last hour was urgent, and 
most of the losses were generally recovered, the 
market closing dail but firm at slight fractions 
better than the first figures. Kansas and Texas 
securities show an increased trading and attract 
more attention since the trust companies deliv. 
ered the new certificates, preferred stock being 
traded in the regular list for the first time today.

YOUNG MAN IN MACON, 
The “Brilliant Columbus Orator” Who Has 
Been Doing Various ‘Towns Is the 
Same Who Pilfered Poetry. 


8. Garlington Leak! 

The middle name sounds a little odd to 
people who are familiar with the young gen- 
tleman in Atlanta. 

He was simply S. G. Leak here, but since he 
started out on his new career he has parted his 
name in the middle. 

Only a few days ago there was a notice from 
Opelika of an address delivered by ‘‘the dis- 
tinguished young orator from Columbus, Mr. 
S. Garlington Leak.”’ 

Yesterday there appeared a short account of 
his doings in Macon, and the fact that he took 
in the town there, recalls the story of his 
career in Atlanta. 

“THE RED HILLS OF GEORGIA.” 

Mr. Leak first came into notice through the 

connection of his name withthe long poem, 
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| 8. GARLINGTON LEAK. 

‘The Red Hills of Georgia,’’ which appeared 

in the colums of THz CONSTITUTION about a 

year and a half ago. 

A number of letters, pro and con, were 
printed in THe Constitution, and it was 
finally conceded that Mr. Leak pilfered the 
poem from a local genius, of Griffin, whose 
emanations never appeared in print, but were 
frequently read in manuscript to a choice 
circle of friends by the real author. 

After the contest had been settled in favor 
of the Griffin poet, Mr. Leak endeavored to 
play the satirical, and had a number of cuts 
made by the Atlanta Engraving Company, 
intending to have a poem written to match the 
cuts, so as to ridicule the author of ‘The Red 
Hills.’’ 

LEAK’S COLLECTION AGENCY. 

That scheme fell through, for the reason 
that Mr. Leak had not the wherewith to pay 
for the cuts, and was unable to find any one 
who would undertake the job of grinding out 
the necessary stanzas. 

.Mr. Leak had left Griffin prior to that time, 
and had taken up his residence in Atlanta. 

He pretended to be connected with a collec- 
tion agency, and to his intimate friends he ex- 
plained that he had made quite a pile of 
money in Griffin, but the place was too small 
for him, and he had come to the city so as to 
be able to enlarge his operations. 

For several months he was one of the ‘‘fiyest’’ 
young men about town, dressing in the height 
of fashion, posing on the street in a mag- 
nificent suit and imposing beaver, and driving 
the most elegant turnouts to be had, 

A DETECTIVE BUREAU. 

Finally he resolved to open up a detective 
agency and a “‘press exchange,’”’ by which he 
would be enabled to locate criminals of all 
sorts all over the country. 

He even had designs upon Rube Burrows, 
the Alabama desperado. | 

THE CLIMAX. 

One morning bright and early he appeared 
at police headquarters in great distress, stating 
that his clothing had been stolen from his 
room ata Forsyth street boarding house, and 
he claimed that inthe pocket of the stolen 
coat was a check for quite a large sum. 

The police were put on notice and instructed 
to make a full investigation of the affair. In 
spite of their efforts the mystery remained un- 
solved, and the chief of the detective agency 
was himself the victim of thievery, as was 
hought. 

Just about that time he went to the store of 
Chamberlin & Johnson and ordered a lot of 
expensive carpeting for rooms that he had 
secured in the Traders’ bank building. He 
had had the suite of rooms elegantly papered, 
and in addition to the carpets he ordered a 
set of fine office furniture from a leading 
dealer in the city. 

But as he was getting things in shape, the

We are sustained in this position by popu- 
lar endorsement. The press, far and near, 
is waking up to the reality that partisan in- 
fluences are at work against it, and that 
republican press censorship is now an estab- 
lished fact. 

If any one is disposed to doubt this, we 
have only to cite one instance in order to 
prove it, and that is the recent arrest of the 
editor of The New Orleans States, which is 
explained in the following paragraph, which 


we copy from that paper: 

Already the postmaster and the postoffice in- 
spector at New Orleaus have construcd as a lottery 
advertisement an editorial in The States which 


was nething more, in fact, than a vigorous protest 
against their own partisan tyranny. 

This is the key to it all. Even the 
editorial columns of a daily newspaper are 
subjected to official scrutiny, the paper sup- 
pressed and the editor arrested because he 
attacked the partisan tyranny of the post- 
master general and his men! 

This is certainly a sad state of affairs, and 
it cannot last without undermining, not only 
the liberty of the press, but every free 
American institution and the rights of every 
citizen, 

If it continues, we expect t® see Mr, 
Wanamaker appoint committees which will 
have free passes to editorial sanctums and 
power to inspect and suppress any editorials 
that may contain criticisms of the postmaster 
general and the government he is supposed 
to represent. 

The So-Called Anti-Lottery Law. 

It is sometimes an enjoyable sensation to 
be hit by a friend. ‘‘Your remarks about 
democratic apathy,’’ writes a correspondent, 


‘‘are very interesting, especially to a south- 


ern democrat; but what are you to expect? 
Is it not true that a great many democrats 
and democratic newspapers favored the aunti- 
lottery law? Do you expect anything else 
but apathy from those who have no higher 
appreciation of democratic principles than 
to support a measure that is viciously un- 
democractic in its conception and intentions, 
and that strikes a blow at the liberty of the 
press?”’ 

Our correspondent has the floor. When 
the anti-lottery bill became alaw, Tur Con- 
STITUTION suggested that it should be en- 
forced, and already this enforcement has re- 
vealed the far-reaching scope and purpose of 
the bill. The San Francisco Examiner “has 
been suppressed in one edition for printing 
an article about the fruit and flower fair of 
St. Joseph church; the New Orleans States 
has had one edition confiscated because the 
postmaster didn’t admire an article about 
Warmoith; and part of an edition of Tre 
CONSTITUTION has been suppressed because 
it proposed to give Christmas presents to its 
subscribers. 

This, however, is not all. Recently the 
Progressive League of Louisiana issued a cir- 
cular embracing the greater portion of a 
pamphlet written by Thomas Jefferson in 
favor of lotteries. A petty. inspector seized 
this circular and confiscated it on the 
ground that Thomas Jefferson and_ the 
fathers of the republic, in advocating lot- 
teries, had violated the law now in opera- 
tion, 

As a matter of course, these seizures, sup- 
pressions and confiscations would be pro- 
nounced invalid, but they fall within the 
scope of the anti-lottery law, and are the re- 
sult of it. The most ignorant and partisan 
posimaster can, under this law, suppress an 
edition of a newspaperand prevent it from 
going through the mails. It may be decided, 
after, ids, that the official erred in making 
the seizure, but how wi!l that benefit the 
publisher or repair the damage? The paper 
hag been seized and stopped, and the dam- 
age done is practically irreparable, The 
publisher has no redress whatever. 

We have seén articles in the American 
newspapers dlenouncing the press censorship 
in Russia, and yet the Russian law seems to 
lack the vitality of the anti-lottery measure. 
The Russian censor is an official with re- 
sponsibility. When he observes a paragraph 
or an article in a newspaper which seems to 
have a suspicious twang, he stamps it out 
with his black stamp, and sends the paper 
throught the mails, 

Inthis country, under the anti-lottery law, 
partisan and irresponsible postmasters and 
postoffice inspectors can construe the law to

suit themselves. They can suppress and confis- | 


cate whole editions of newspapers, and if it 
should be dis¢overed that they have erred 
the damage cannot be repaired. As a matter 
of fact, the new law, while ostensibly aimed 
at the lottery, is an attack on the liberty of 
the press, afd ‘nothing else can be made of it. 


Tywo.Rival Leaders, 

It is a pretty hard fight—this duel between 
Blaine and Reed. 

Last week these rival leaders engaged in a 
struggle over* the collectorship.of Portland. 
Reed, with the’prestige of his re-election by 
a doubled majority, was aggressive and con 
fident Blainé was on the alert, saying little, 
but putting in his work where it would be 
felt. The swaggering boss of the house was 
turned down, and behind Hale and Frye’s 
part in the affair could be seen the hand of 
the secretary of state. 

Blaine is an expert in strategy—a master 
of fence. His weapon is a Damascus blade, 
while Reed relies upon the méin strength 


‘with which he wields a bludgeon. 


Never were two leaders more unlike. 
Blaine plays upon human nature. Reed 
smashes it. Blaine adroitly disarms opposi- 
tion by his willingness to compromise and 
adjust the matters in dispute. Reed throws 
down the gauntlet to his foes, and answers 
the cries of his opponents. ‘with a rear of de— 
fiance. Blaine turned the first defeat of his 
reciprocity schemé into a decisive triumph, 
bringing the president and congress to its 
support, Keed sneered at the idea, and 
found himself*deserted by his most trusted 
foliewers. The two men showed the differ- 
ences in their intellectual make-up. in their 
work before the ways and means committee. 
Blaine gave Reed plenty of elbow room as 
the champion of the manufacturers, and 
then by one master stroke capturéd the great 
west. ‘I care hot,” said he, ““who appears 
for the manufacturers; I appear for the 
farmers,”’ In thatsingle sentence ‘he firmly. 
stamped the impression upon the western 
agricultural mind that reciprocity was the 
only remedy of the tarmers against a tariff 
which he declared would not give thema 
market for an additional bushel of wheat or 
barrel of pork. 

Nothing could beat this as a popular 
move, The result left Blaine looming up ) 


over the administration, standing like a 


stone wall between the farmers—the bosses— 


and the classes—the monopolists—cham- 
pioned by Reed. 


The struggle between these men must go | 


on to the bitter end, but it is already appar- 

‘ent that the statesman is getting the better 
of the apostle of force. Blaine is identify- 
ing himself with the people, while Reed is 
left standing with the monopolists. Blaine 
talks of peace, prosperity, just taxation and 
a ‘reunited country. Reed is driven into a 
corner where he must defend the robber 
tariff, apologize for the crimes of capital, 
and advocate bayonet rule for the fairest 
half of the union. 

This is the situation. The plot thickens. 
The fight flames with vivid interest. The 
Damascus blade has drawn the first blood, 
and the bludgeon has missed its aim, The 
reckless speaker of the house has met his 
match in the calm, self-poised secretary . of 
state, 


A Word to Democrats. 

If the democratic leaders propose to make 
a serious [campaign in the north and west, 
such as the republicans are making, they 
should see to it that the vital issue which 
the force bill has raised is not obscured by 
the tariff issue, 

It is true that the tariff issue is an im- 
portant one and should be kept to the front, 
but it is not nearly so dangerous to the lib- 
erties of the people, or to democratic govern- 
ment as the force bill. The McKinley law, 
with its increase of taxation, which means 
the robbery of the poor, is an issue that 
may be effectively employed as an argument 
to convince voters that the tendency of the 
republican party is toward oppression; but 
it is an evil that cannot be cured by any 
number of democratic victories at the present 
time. In other words, the iniquitous law is 
an evil that cannot now be remedied—the 
senate, which seems to present a permanent 
republican front, standing in the way of 
reform in that direction. 

On the other hand, the return of a demo- 
cratic majority tothe house will prevent the 
adoption of the force bill, which is intended 
to rob the white democrats of the south of 
their right of representation in congress. 
The McKinley law is bad enough, but the 
force bill would be worse, and to this issue 
the democrats should address themselves 
with all their vigor, @l their eloquence, and 
all their persuasiveness. 

The robber tariff law is bad enough, but 
the enactment of the force bill would be in- 
finitely worse. It would be the means of 
placing the republicans pernianently in 
coutrol of the government. 

The Editorial Page. 

The Memphis Appeal falls into line with 
many of its contemporaries, and pitches into 
what it cails ‘‘the heavy editorial,’ as con- 
trasted with the lively and unconven- 
tional leaded minion gossip furnished by 
departmental writers. 

The point is made that the writer of gossip 
has a wider field and more time to devote to 
the form and finish of his matter than the 
editorial writer can command. He is per- 
mitted to startle and amuse his readers, and 
address them in the free and easy style of a 
street corner talk. 

Undoubtedly, the departmental writer fills 
a long-felt want, but why should an editorial 
be heavy? The well-equipped writer who 
treats a timely topic of public interest—a 
writer who is in touch with his readers—has 
no right tobe heavy. If he has not sufficient 
scope—if he is forced to do his work hur- 
riedly under unfavorable conditions—there 
is something wrong somewhere, and it 
should be remedied. Under the same con- 
ditions the writer of gossip would be ham- 
pered, and would turn out lead instead of 
brighter and more ringing metal. 

There is more in the writer than there is 
in the type or the department in which his 
matter appears. A naturally heavy fellow 
will grind out heavy stuff, nv matter what it 
is called. But the man of ideas, of convic- 
tions, of enthusiasm, with the gift of ex- 
pression, will take the dry bones of almost 
any subject and clothe them with form, 
color and the semblance of life. 

It will not do to plead conventionality as 
an excuse for making an editorial heavy. 
Within reasonable limits unconventionality 
is permitted, Originality is not under the. 
ban. The most daring flights will some- 
times be applauded. 

Of course there are times when a tired, 
overworked writer, dealing with a subject 
of no interest, will be dull and heavy, but in 
a well-reguiated office there should be no 
such men. Asa rule, it may be set down as 
a fact that the heavy editorial is the output 
of a wniter who is naturally heavy himself.

TION with “‘forgery or carelessnes’’ in quot- 
ing from its columns.

paragraph appeared: 


The weekly edition of THE ATLANTA CONSsTITU- 
TION has been shut out from the mails because it 
_contained lottery advertisements. Will our es- 
teemed contemporary boycott the fetteral govern- 
ment? 

The impression which The Express seeks 
to convey in the above misstatement is that 
TuE ConsTiITUTION has defied the law in 
regard to lottery advertisements proper, and 
that the suppression of one issue of its weekly 
edition was the result. 

This, of course, is false. The advertise- 
ments which THe CONSTITUTION contained 

‘at that time could not properly be classed 
with ‘‘lottery advertisements.’’ They were 
merely the usual inducements “which every 
other newspaper in the country offers to its 
subscribers—nothing more.

ABOUT THAT AIR MACHINE. 


An Argument Brought Out by the Pro- 
posed Penington Machine. 

Epitork CoNsTITUTION: In last Sunday’s issue 
of your valuable paper, there ig @ Jong article on 
aerial navigation, rather more than usually in- 
flated with the gas of imagination, in which the 
writer pictures a state of affairs, witha positive- 
ness indicating an accomplished fuct, thatas yet 
only rests in the nebulous regions of speculation ; 
and most unfortunately, he pictures the crude 
apparatus by which it is to be accomplished. 

Since the experiments of Montgolfin in De- 
cember, 1783, much time and money has 
been expended in England and France, as well as 
in the United States, in making experimenta 
balloons of varied shapes to navigate the air. 

In the year 1843 an ellipsoidal balloon was ex- 
hibited in the Adelaide galiery, Londen, to be pro- 
peiled by an Archimedean screw; and Henson 
brought out his aerial ship, that created excite- 
ment enough to induve Mr. Roebuck to introduce 
an‘‘aerial-transit bill” into parliament in that year. 
A somewhat rare book, “Astra Castra,”’ describes 
an ideal balloon adventure in China, that, had I 
space, I should like to reproduce here. It purports 
to be a description of an adventure bya traveler 
in Chtha in aerial ships,which he says are common 
and well established there. He goes as largely 
izito details as The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
and figures a cylindrical balloon, with conical ends. 
to the under sideof which is suspended a long 
gallery from which depends a eeries of cara for 
passengers. A screw propeller is affixed at one 
end, and the course of this air ship is determined 
by the various currents of air, into which it is 
raised or lowered, as occasion fequires. The 
Chinese scientists being, as we are told, 
well posted therein. An infinite variety 
of shapes have been devised for these 
air ships to avoid, or reduce the resistance of the 
air in their passage through it. One of these was 
devised by Rufus Porter—the originator, and first 
editor of “The Scientific American,” which has 


since grown into a world-wide reputation. Porter 


had an idea that whathe called a parabolic spin- 
die, would bring the resistance of the air to a

PROTECTION AND PENSIONS,

ortunately the democratic Ys a8 now com- 
posed and represented, with its war record can- 
not successfully antayonize the large and out- 
regeous pensions granted to tho federal soldiers, 
which now amount to more than $100,000,000 per 
annum, about one-fourth of all the yearly expendi- 
tures of our government, more than it costs 
Germany to support the greatest army the world 
has ever seen,and which,unless checked, will run to 
figures so enormous and 80 outrageous as almost 
to Stagger belief. The democratic party, com- 

osed argely of men from the South, is seriously 

andicapped in the discussion of this subject, but 
if, through a great agricultural movement, the 
farmers of the West could be dispassionately 
brought to its consideration there is no doubt 
that the ay ve rolls would be confined to those 
who really deserve government assistance. A 
proper contribution by the government to those 
deserving of its sounty will find support from all 
citizens of the republic, no matter from what 
state, section or political party they may come,but 
when the farmers unite they will no more permit 
reckless extravagance in ‘this respect than they 
will permit the protectionists to continue to grow 
fat at their expense, 

_ RAILWAY TRANSPORTATION. 

The third{plank of the alliance platform—state 
and interstate control of raiiroads—is one 
that clearly demands and will receive the support 
of the great west. Here as in the other principles 
it advocates, the alliance has taken ground as im- 
portant to the Western as to the Southern farmer, 

n fact, while the question of railroad transporta- 
tion 18 of great importance to every section of the 
country, it is pacaltariy so to that vast section 
lying west of the Mississippi river and the lakes. 
As complicated as the railroad situation may 
seem in the South, it is simple compared with the 
problem as presented to the West. 

It is true that the attitude of the western win 
of the alliance, favoring government ownership o 
railroads has evoked criticism from, and caused 
alarm to some democrats who see therein a threat 
of paternalism. But whatever extreme view a 
portion of the alliance may entertain, that position 
aione should be regarded as the essential alliance 
doctrine on this subject, in which alliancemen 
everywhere concur. 

RAILROAD COMMISSIONS. 

The only policy that has succeeded in com- 
manding the support of the most enlightened of 
all classes is that advocated by the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance in Georgia—state and interstate control of 
railroads to prevent extortion and discrimination, 
whether in favor of places or individuals. 

While the western wing goes further in their 
demand for government ownership of railroads, 
as the only practical solution of the problem 
them, we imav well expect 
their co-oferation with the modification en- 
grafted by the alliance in Georgia upon the 
national platform adopted at St. Louis. 
The great systems of railroads brought 
into existence by modern conditions of com- 
merce should be met by state and federal control. 

That extensive combinations of railroads are 
necessary to the development of the country, and 
especially of the South, no thoughtful person can 
deny, and no one who favors combinations can 
intelligently do so without advocating as its 
corollary state and federal controlas a remedy 
against any evils that may arise therefrom. 

SUBTREASURY PLAN. 

The fourth plank of the alliance platform—the 
sub-treaeury plan—I havea ly fully discussed. 
Itis worthy of careful note, however, that it 
contains great principles relating to trade that 
are as important to the West as to the South, and 
furnishes a basis as strong as either of the other 
planks for union between the great staple 
growers of the country. 

It is clear, therefore, that the alliance piatform 
not only contains principles of sound democracy, 
bunt the essential elements on which the 
West and the South can unite. I 
further. A close political union 
between these great sections, so impcertant 
to the south, can only be effected through a great 
agricultural movement advocating principles 
identical with those formulated by the alliance, 1 
might gostill further: No facter except great 
systems of railroads, would beso potent in estab- 
lishing c.ose commercial relations with the West, 
as a great agricultural movement that would bring 
the West and Sonth into political harmony. 

COMMERCIAL AND POLITICAL UNION, 

With great systems of railroads, and a wide 
extending agricultural movement, embracing 
within its membership the staple growers of both 
sections, (lose politica] and commercial relation- 
ship between the South and West would be inevit- 
able if the two sections were emancipated from 
the financial! contro! of the East. This contingency 
is met and provided for by the alliance platform, 
which furnishes in the great staple crops of these 
sections the basis for the currency necessary for 
the conduct of their commerce. So in the 
alliance movement every element is 
found for close and successful po- 
litical and commercial relations between 
these great sections. The effect of this political 
and commercial union upon the South would be 
tremendous. Hér voice in the councils of the 
nation would no  lenger be- hampered 
by thc memories of civil war, and 
the ability, eloquence and statemanship of her 
sons, given free range, would rapidly restore her 
to the prestige in national affairs she held in 
ante-—beliuim days. Coegual with the West in 
power, the interests of the two sections iden- 
goveinment offices, 
from the highest to the lowest, with their emolu. 
ments and influence, would be readily and will- 
ingly conceded to her. She would receive her full 
proportion, too, of the vast suins expended in in- 
ternal improvements. Her harbors would be 
deepened and impreved, direct trade established 
with Europe, and everywhere, trom the seaboard 
to the mountains, her population and her wealth 
would multiply.

FORCE BILL. 
The uegro question, with its iniquitous off-

UNION OF SOUTH AND WEST OUR HOPE. 

All this I see, and more in the union within one 
political party of the agriculturalists of the South 
and West. For more than ten years I have been 

rofoundly impressed with the belief that the 
cone of the South lay in such a political union; 
not that I feel any antagonism to the East, but be- 
cause the interests of the agricuituralists of 
the South and West ing identical 
we have in them the strongest basis for political 

‘ harmony. 

Now, how ia this political union to be brought 
about? Not through antagonism to the farmers 
of the South, who have co-ojerated with and 
worked within the-lines of the democratic party ; 
not through denunciation of their leaders; nut 
through sowing the seeds of discord 
and - dissension, suspicion 
trust; not through designin 
arouse the farmers to class leg slation against in- 
terests that are essentially friendly to them. No 
great political movement, composed of men scat- 
tered iike the agriculturalists over vast sections 
of country, can succeed without harmonions and 
united action and confidence in those they have 

_¢ckosen to represent and advocate their principles. 
Harmony and union should be the watchwords. 
Harmonize all interests. Unite 
alliance and the democratic rty in the 
advocacy of the principles they hold in common. 
Draw ail classes and interests to the support of 
the peopie’s movement, and victory becomes as- 
sured. Here lies the path of duty and of hope.

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A RAILROAD WRECK. 


THE ENTIRE EAST TENNESSEE PAS- 
SENGER TRAIN DERAILED 


Just South of Braswell, Fifty Miles 
North of Atlanta—The List of 
Injured. 


Tennessee about 5:15 o'clock, yesterday 
afternoon. 

It happened just ‘south of Braswell, a 
station between Rockmart and Dallas, 
fifty miles north of Atlanta. 

An entire passenger train was thrown off 
the track. 

It consisted of four cars, including two 
passenger coaches. 

The only direct news to be had in At- 
lanta last night, came through the hands 
of the East Tennessee officials here. 

The list of casualties is given: 

ENGINEER B. Lewis, “shoulder hurt.”’ 

Conpuctor J. W. Dopps, “hurt about the 
face.” 

TRAIN MASTER J. A. Drogaez, “collar- 
bone and left arm broken.” | 

PostaL CierK D. F. Carter, “hurt in 
the breast and back.’’; 

It was given out, upon the same au- 
thority, that “none of the passengers were 
injured.”’ 

So it happens that, 
in the train was derailed, 
employes were injured. 

The cause of the accident could not be 
stated definitely. 

The railway officials incline to the 
belief that it was caused by a broken 
flange. 

Just as soon as the news reached the 
East Tennessee office here a wrecking 
train was dispatched to the scene of the 
accident. 

The northbound passenger train, which 
usually leaves here at 11 o’clock, did not 
leave on time last night because of the 
wreck. 

The train that was ditched 
pected to arrive here this morning. 

ALL LIVE IN ATLANTA. 

All four of the men reported as injured, 
are residents of Atlanta. 

Mr. Droege Brought Home. 

About 12:30 Trainmaster Albert Droege 
was brought home. He was carried from 
the East Tennessee depot to the office of 
Drs. Westmoreland and Johnson. 

His left arm was badly bruised, but not 
broken. The collar bone was fractured; 
the right knee was badly cut, just under 
the cap; and there is a cut just above the 
forehead; but none of these injuries were 
dangerous. 

Two or three ribs on the 
bruised, if not broken. 

The best possible medical attention was 
given; and he is resting at his home, 
Westmoreland place, as well as_ possible 
this morning. His recovery is expected 
to be a matter of a week or two, unless 
the injury of the ribs should develop some 
internal injury.

Though every single wheel in the train 
left the track, only one car left the track. 

That was the mail car. 

Mr. Droege, and others of the ¢rew, es- 
caped by jumping from the train, and 
just in time. 

The other cars, containing the passen- 
gers, staid on the track. 

Another Wreck. 

A mile and a half this side of the pas- 
senger wreck there was a freight wreck. 

It happened about the same time the 
passenger train went off. 

It was a rear end collision; both trains 
going the same way, that is, and one ran 
into the other. * 

It was stated this morning by a negro 
who was in this wreck that the engineer 
and fireman of the train that ran into the 
other were both badly hurt, Neither, he 
added, was “dead, or going to die right 
away.” 

Superintendent Barnes was asked about 
this. He states positively that nobody was 
hurt in the freight collision. 

“The statement about an engineer and a 
fireman being hurt,’ he says, “is all un- 
true.’’ 

Gpuldn’t Reach the Passenger Train. 

So the wrecking train, sent out from 
Atlanta to clear the passenger wreck, en- 
countered an obstacle in the shape of a 
freight wreck, and was unable to reach the 
passenger train on the other side. 

Mr. Droege and the baggage master were 
brought from the passenger train around 
the freight wreck, and in this way were 
enabled to reach Atlanta this morning. 

No Cause for Alarm, 

Amongst the passengers were a number 
of Atlanta people and exposition visitors. 

Appreciating the interest that would be 
felt in the matter, THe CONSTITUTION 
spared no trouble nor expense to gather 
what could be learned before che paper goes 
to press.

AN OLD LOG CABIN 


BUILT IN J. M. HIGH & COS WIN- 
Dow 


Attracts Large Crowds Throughout the 
Day~—The Occupants of the Cabin as 
Ancient as the Cabin Kiself. 


Nothing at the exposition attracted so much 
attention as High’s window on Whitehall 
yesterday. : 

It presented a scene dear to every southern 
heart. Old men stopped and looked at it and 
grew sad and restropective. , 

Young men looking upon it recalled the 
thome of southern song and _ story, 
the “Old Gabim Home’”’ of ante bellum days. 

It was a quaint, simple picture, truly aged, 
and ‘yet like all simple arts, there was much 
skill given to its making. 

Messrs. J. M. High & Co., searched the 
country over for the quaint furnishing of this 
log cabin. The center figure wasa woman, 
spinning, with wonderful, rapid skill at a large 
wooden wheel. She was a tall, strong country~- 
woman in a brown hoinespun gown. 

The fine, busy hands bore the marks of toil, 
and her face was kindly, honest and full of 
inte!ligence—such a face as that of the woman 
in the ‘‘Angelus.” 

Her background was the wall of a log cabin 
witha great open fireplace, with andirons sup- 
porting the huge hickory logs and a pot and 
coffee pot telling their story of good cheer. 

On either side were shovel and tongs, and 
pothooks and hangers, and two homespun bags 
above lieid the garden seeds for the spring 
planting. 

Inone comer of the jutting fireplace. was a 
quaint old clock, tall and deep enough to con- 
ceal behind its door, a thief or a lover.

' A HORRIBLE DEATH _ 


LN 
4 SOLDIER AT THE BARRACKS DIES 
WITH HYDROPHOBIA, 


He Was Bitten by a Yellow Dog Last Febru- 
ary--Surgeon Happersett Gives a De- 
scription of the Poor Fellow’s Death.

o clock yesterday morning. 5 

Hlis death was a terrible one, the scenes at- 
tending it shocking to behold. 

O’ Neil's first complaint of sickness was on 
Tuesday morning. He was bitten by a mad 
dog last February, 

T he unfortunate soldier was a native of 
old Erin, and has no kinsmen on this side the 
water to mourn his tragic death. 

He wili be buried with martial rites this 
morning at 100’clock. 

The story of his horrible death is best told 
by Major Happersett, the surgeon in charge of 
the post, who constantly attended the sufferer 
from the first. 

A ConsriruTion reporter visited Dr. Hap- 
persett at his home in the barracks yesterday, 
and from bim recived the details 
of what is undoubtedly one of 
the most agonizing and shocking deaths known 
to medical science. 

a _ THE SURGEON'S sTORY. 

sometinie last February,”’ said Dr. Hap- 
persett, “‘while crossing the parade ground I 
noticed a small yellow dog, which had strayed 
into the barracks. The dog attracted my at- 
tention because of the marked symp- 
toms of rabies which it displayed. 
On closer serutiny I was satisfied 
that the dog had hydrophobia, and it was 
killed atonce. This was the dog that bit 
O'Neil, as his statement, soon after presenting 
himself at the hospital, disclosed. 

‘Last Tuesday morning Corporal O’Neil was 
too sick Jor duty, and was taken to the hos- 
pital with the others reported on the sick list 
for that day. Uptothistime he had never 
mentioned to anybody the fact that he had 
beon bitten by a dog, although he had fre- 
quently comp!ained of a pecu!iar sickness, not 
Severe enough, however, to induce him to ask 
for medical aid. 

“Ou Luesday morning, when I went to the 
hospital to attend to the patients there, my at- 
tention was attracted to O’Neil immediately 
by reason of his peculiar actions. He was 
standing at one end of the ward, drawn up and 
trembiing, as if under terrible mental excite- 
ment. ‘there was a frightened expression in 
his eyes, too, and his whole frame was con- 
vulsed. 

THE FIRST CONVULSION, 

‘As quickly ax I could I went to him. T 
said something p'easant to him, at the same 
time inquiring what was the matter with him. 
He gave no satisfactory answer, and shortly 
afterward he was placed in one of the ward beds. 
[ then began questioning-him further, my 
interest in his strange convulsions increasing 
as I studied his case. He had eaten nothing 
for a day, and when I asked him if he would 
like a drink of water he replied that he wouki. 

“The water was brought. Ho grasped the 
cup with both hands eagerly, clenching his 
fingers about it spasmodically. Then when 
he touched the water to his lips a terrible con- 
vulsion seized him, his jaws twitching and 
jerking, aud the water almost choking him. 
After the first swallow, however, he succeeded 
in taking the water freely. Later on I asked 
if he liked milk. He did, and the milk was 
brought. When he attempted to drinkita 
terrible spasm resulted. The milk 
oozed out of his mouth and ran 
down his face tothe bed clothing. By this 
time his symptoms had developed to such an 
extent that Linstructed one of the nurses to 
converse with him, and if possible, without 
arousing his suspicions, ascertain whether he 
had ever been scratched or bitten by a dog. 

TELLING OF THE DOG’S BITRE. 

“‘After a short conversation with him the 
nurse came to me saying that O’ Neil had told 
hii about being bit on the hand and on 
the check by 4 little yellow dog which had 
been allowed to come into the reading room. 
The soldiers had petted it, and one evenilig it 
bithim. O’Neil did not know that the dog 
had been killed because of being mad. At 
least, he never mentioned the fact of being 
bit or of knowing of the dog’s death. — 

‘For a long while he had been suffering with 
strange, chilly sensations, he told the nurse. 
When I was informed of what O’Neil had 
said I immediately connected the circum- 
stances and was no longer in doubt as to the 
man’s affliction. When I got to the hospital 
to see him, he was in a very profuse perspira- 
tion, though he was setting halt up in bed 
shivering with cold. 

HE HEARD THE LONG ROLL. 

‘Tle begged me to close all the doors so th at 
he could get warm, and appeared in mortal 
dread of the least breath of aie, We put hot 
bottles to him, but they did not relieve him of 
the fearful horror of cold air that possessed 
him. I told him that we would remove him 
to a private room, but he remarked that 
that not necessary, he thought, 
as would blow for him 
about 9 o’clock the next morning. By that he 
meant that he would be dead by that time. 
His apprehension was only too well grounded. 

‘During all this day he suffered the most 
excrutiating convulsions—the most terrible 
writhings imaginable—whenever he tried to 
take the medicines administered. 

‘‘Abont 9 o’clock Tuesday night, without a 
note of warning, he sprang out of his bed with 
a wild scream, and before he could be inter- 
fered with, went bounding out the ward door 
to the hall, and through the hall to another 
ward. His 

WILD, UNNATURAL SCREAMS 
frightened the nurse nota little. Finally he 
wascaught and bound. During the remainder 
of the night he suffered terribly. His suffer- 
ing was of a well-nigh indescribable nature, 
more like a man with delirium tremens than 
anything else. He finally refused to attempt 
to take any medicine, and the very sight of 
water was agony to him, although he was 
dyingofthirst. , 

‘Yesterday he was somewhat calmer than 
on Tuesday. He apparently felt casier, 
though he still suffered intensely. We did 
everything possible to allay his agonizing con- 
vulsions and to soothe his overwrought mental 
faculties. His condition was miserable to be- 
hold. His jaws were set and his nerves strung 
to the highest tension. 

DEATH TO THE RESCUE. 

‘Several hours before death finally relieved 
the poor fellow of his suffering, the saliva and 
foam began to oze in large quantities from his 
mouth, perfectly saturating all the clothing 
we could keep about him. Tliis frothing was 
accompanied by groans and cries awful 
to hear. They were unnatural whines 
and gutteral noises. At times he almost 
strangled by the convulsive upheavals, and 
when he at last gave up the struggle for life it 
was from utter exhaustion. 

‘Tt was a terrible death the poor fellow died. 
It was the second victim of hydrophobia that 
I have seen in my life.”

Such a line, he thinks, is needed, and certain to 
be profitable on account largely of the prospective 
travel to and from the world’s fair, notwithstand- 
ing the existence of a half dozen or more lines at 
present, which are not earning their salt—out of 
their passenger traffic alone. Projects for an “air- 
line” railway between the cities named have been 
numerous for several years; but, while it is easy 
to draw a straight line on the map and 
Say that such a route would materially 
shorten the present rail distance, it is not so easy 
to get the millions necessary to build it. The 
numberof people who are anxious to be hurled 
from the Atlantic to Lake Michigan at any higher 
velocity than that already indulged in we’ do not 
believe to be great. Certainly tourists, including 
those from foreign lands alluded to by the corre- 
spondent, are not so pressed for time’ that they 
desire to have the landscape of a newly-visited 
country blurred into indistinetness and their 
nerves tired out by a terrific rate of speed; and 
business men wh ferumble at having to spend 
practically only a day on the journey—with facili- 
ties for carrying on their office work meanwhile, 
if they choose—are not numerous enough to war- 
rant building a road for their special accominoda- 
tion.
